Mr. Stoutenburgh lists no collaborators 
and acknowledges no obligation to anyone 
for help In compiling the Dictionary There 
is no definition of “arts and crafts” in the 

Introduction; Webster's International Dic- 

tionary (2d ed. c1954) defines the phrase 

as the “arts of decorative design and 
handicraft.” The Dictionary of Arts and 

Crafts contains ever three thousand en- 

tries on a wide variety of such subjects 

In the N section, for example, there are 

82 entries of which 18 are painting terms 

11 pertain to ceramics and lacquer ware, 

9 to gems, jewelry, silver and metal crafts 

6 to woodworking and carving, 8 to tex-

scholarly work. These were noted: T. E. 
Lawrence’s Guerrilla Warfare, F. W. Mait- 
land’s English Law, Sigmund Freud’s 
Psychoanalysis, and G. B. Shaw’s Social- 
ism: Principles and Outlook. 

The textual illustrations replaced by 
new ones, the new plates added, and the 
pictures inserted in older plates do a good 
job of keeping the pictorial information 
active. While the black-and-white plates 
are excellent, occasionally the color plates 
are only fair. Out of register, for example, 
is the Jonker diamond, which is in a little 
better state than in the 1950 printing, but 
nevertheless looks little like a sparkling 
diamond. Notable additions in color are 
eight plates of flags and two plates which 
accompany the article Grand Canyon. 

C. S. Hammond & Company maps are 
used in the atlas. They bear evidence of 
some recent changes; for example, Laos, 
Cambodia, and Viet-Nam are mapped as 
independent states, and the “Partition line 
of July 1954” appears on the latter. Korea 
is divided along the armistice line of 1953. 
Insets in many maps give areas around 
large cities in more detail. Railroads are 
traced with a rather heavy red line, but 
the maps, excepting those of England 
which are crowded, are clear and readable. 

There have been small changes in the 
physical make-up. The well-remembered 
red buckram is no longer offered to libra- 
ries. The two-tone maroon cloth with its 
decorative gold stamping on the spine is 
very attractive. The paper seemed at times 
a trifle less opaque than that of the 1950 
printing. The column dividing line has 


been removed, improving the page appear- 
ance. 

The first volumes of the 1956 and 1950 
printings were compared article by article 
to determine the changes made in the 
process (As might be ex- 
pected, it was found that in a number of 
cases equally interesting material had to 
be sacrificed in order to make room for 
new material.) The following will illus- 
trate some of the changes made: Acne— 
condensed by leaving out details of every- 
day treatment and referring the reader to 
a physician; Adirondacks—statistics for 
forest preserve and the bibliography 
dropped; Adolescence—a good article re- 
duced to hardly more than cross refer- 
ences to other articles; Adriatic Sea 
written, omitting the political question 
(now of less interest), and expanding de- 
scriptive material; Adulteration—ancient 
and early history omitted in part. Some- 
times the nature of an article is changed 
as in the case of Professor Raphael Zon’s 
article Forests and Forestry which gave 
considerable space to the physical and 
sociological aspects of forests. The new 
article in the 1956 printing, written by 
Dean F. S. Baker, is two pages shorter and 
emphasizes the economic side of the sub- 
ject. 

Despite the exceptions made in this re- 
view illustrating the fact that continuous 
revision is much like a large stream full of 
small eddies that collect deadwood, the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica is basically a 
very good collection of informative articles 
and monographs written by qualified con- 
tributors. The amount of revision of im- 
portant subjects accomplished since the 
1950 printing is impressive. The 1956 
printing is recommended for home use and 
for libraries including secondary school 
libraries, which have no later printing 
than that for 1950.

Hiscock, Eric C. Around the world in 
Wanderer III. Oxford, $6. February 28 
A cheerful, colorful account of a three-year 
globe-encircling voyage in a small sailing 
yacht. The captain relates how he and his 
wife outfitted, manned, and navigated their 
30-foot sloop and how they fared in their 
ports of call from Lisbon to Cape Town. Gen- 
erously illustrated with photographs taken 
by the author. Appendixes give a technical 
description of the yacht, a table of times and 
distances, and a glossary of nautical terms 
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Rampa, T. Lobsang. The third eye; the 
autobiography of a Tibetan lama. Double- 
day, $3.50.

If, as the publisher’s foreword indicates, some 
readers may take the narrative as an im- 
aginative chronicle, others may be willing to 
accept it as an authentic account of the 
rigorous training of a young boy at home 
and in a lamasery. Tibetan family life, the 
secrets of kite flying, herb gathering, and 
temple ritual are fascinatingly explained, 
even though the more esoteric mysteries re- 
main mysterious. For the reader who likes 
a soupcon of the occult. 


Sprigge, Elizabeth. Gertrude Stein; her 
life and work. Harper, $5. February 20. 
A sympathetic biography of an American 
author who spent the greater part of her 
adult life in Paris. Frequently dipping into 
Miss Stein’s personal correspondence her 
biographer paints a poftrait of a strong- 
willed woman who eschewed conventionality 
in both her personal and her literary life. 
Her closeness to her brother Leo, her medi- 
cal studies at Johns Hopkins, her circle of 
artist friends in Paris, and her own creative 
works are treated in detail. While Miss Stein’s 
most intimate friend Alice Toklas appears as 
a rather shadowy figure, the book does cast 
new light on an enigmatic personage of 
modern literature. Bibliography of the au- 
thor’s works appended. 


Sumner, Cid Ricketts. Traveler in the 
wilderness.
